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BOMB SLAYS 
VON PLEHVE 


Russian Minister of Interior 


Assassinated, Head Being 


Entirely Blown Off. 


Fourteen Others Injured—Murderer, Wound- 


ed, is Captured—Cried "Long Live Freedom,'' 


As He Hurled Deadly Missile, Which 


Was Filled With Nails. 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 28—10:55 a. 


jn.^-Mmiuter JI- Von'Plchve was assas- 


. sinatcd this morning at about 10 o'clock 


while driving to the Baltic station to 
visit tho emperor at the Pcterhof palace. 


A bomb was thrown under the minis- 


ter's carriage, completely, shattering it, 
blowing M. Van Plehve's head completely 


from the body and injuring tho minister's 
servant, two' officers, who wero driving 
by in a cab. Ten other persons who 
were in the vicinity were wounded by 
nails, the contents of the bomb. 


The assassin, whose 'nationality has so 


far not been discovered, was also wound- 
ed and operated upon successfully. He 
declared he had no accomplices in tho 
crime. 


Tho tragedy occurred on the Zalal- 


konski prospect,- a broad thoroughfare 
leading up to the Warsaw depot whence 
the road turns sharply to the left to- 
ward the Baltic railroad station. This 
exact spot at which the outrage occur- 
red is just before the bridge spanning the 
circular canal, on the other 
sido of 


•which both stations are situated. 


The bomb thrower must have known 


perfectly well that Minister Von Plehve 
would pass the spot this morning, for 
the minister makes his report to the em- 
peror every Thursday. 


WITH FATAL AIM. 


The infernal machine was thrown with 


deadly accuracy, arfl the assassin was 
favored by tho fact that traffic here is 
always of .tho heaviest owing to tho 
crossing of lines of surface cars and the 
continuous stream of heavy trucks. M. 
Von Piehve was always apprehensive 
of attempts upon hia life and was said 
to drive rapidly. The coachman, how- 
ever, was compelled to go slow at this 
point. 


The assassin in laying his plans evi- 


dently foresaw this circumstance and, 
while the minister's coachman slowed 
down, throw the bomb. The explosion 
was terrific and practically annihilated 
the woodwork of the carriage. The hor- 
ses tore off dragging the axlo and the 
front wheels. The animals, though in- 
furiated by the wounds they had sustain- 
ed had not galloped fur before they fell, 
with pools of blood under them. 


FOUR OTHERS. INJURED. 


The minister's servant, who was also 


en tho carriage box, was badly wounded, 
and two officers who were driving by in 
n cab were injured by flying splinters. 
The assassin himself was wounded in one 
eye. Hci took to flight, but according to 
<hc latest reports, was overtaken and is 
now under arrest. 


Passengers by the Pctcrhof train be- 


gan to arrive upon tho tcer.c. Among 
thorn were the Duke and Duchess of Ol- 
denburg, who stopped their motor car 
within a couple of paces of M. Von 
riehve's remains and were told by a po- 
liceman the terrible tidings. They were 
much affected. 


The news-of tho tragedy spread like 


wildfire throughout the 
city, causing 


consternation 
everywhere. Police re- 


serves were hurried to the scene from 
all parts of the city and the various de- 
partments were instantly notified. 


CONFUSION PREVAILS. 


When tho Associated Press correspon- 


dent arrived at the telegraph office, 
fif- 


teen minutes after the tragedy occurred, 
the director of telegraphs had already 


' 
been informed of the asassination and 
instructions had been given. 
The ut- 


joost confusion prevailed and the reports 
of the occurrence were conflicting. 


Regarding the identity of the assassin 


and the cause of the crime, by some it 
is saM it was the act of a Finn and by 
others that the murderer was a partisan 
of the Zemstvos, the 
curtailment of 


whose powers la attributed to tho dead 
minister. Nothing, however, has been do- 
finitely established as yet. 


THE EMPEROR INFORMED. 


' "the prelect of police notified the em- 


peror of the tragedy immediately upon 
its occurrence. 


The emperor who was at the villa Al- 


exandria nt Petcrhof, was greatly affect- 
ed by the news coming, as it did, atop 
of tho bad tidings from the seat of war, 
fears of international complications and 
the strain incident upon the hourly ex- 
pectation of aix event so close to the fa- 
ther's heart. The emperor almost broke 
down when he was informed of the min- 
ister's murder. 


Whatever may have been the motive 


for ihe crime, nothing but the utmost 
indignation at the assassin's act is voiced 
anywhere. 


SIMILARITY IN EXPLOSIVE. 


The first hurried investigation of the 


police seems to connect the crime with 
the plot which was frustrated by the ex- 
plosion at the hotel Du Nord April 13, 
in which Kazanofi1, one of the conspira- 
tors, was killed by tho accidental explos- 
ion of an infernal machine which at the 
time, it was snid, was intended for Von 
Plehve. 


On that occasion a 'companion of-the 


conspirator, who .was -killed, escaped.. Ow- 
.ing to the frightful force of the explos- 
ion on that occasion, which completely j 
wrecked two rooms, blowing the body 
of Knzanoff almost to atoms, severing 
his head and arms from the trunk, the 
heads of tho police believe it is possible 
that the explosive was identical with 
that used in today's tragedy, which was 
nl?o caused by a bomb or infernal ma- 
chine of similar power with that of the 
former plot and that the 
perpetrator 


was the man who escaped at that time. 


As a further indication of the identity 


of the tragedy with the hotel Du Nord 
nffair there were in each case explos- 
ive bullets in the bombs.- 


SIX INVOLVED IN .AFFAIR. 


It is reported that six men are im- 


plicated and that five of them fled .into 
a little hotel adjoining the scene of-tho 
assassination, the only one who 
was 


wounded having been captured. The ho- 
tel was surrounded by the police and all 
its inmates were jirested. The wounded 
man who is said to bn a'Jew was taken 
to the Alexandria hospital so dazed as 
to be unable to speak. 


The condition was accounted for by 


the fact that he took poison immediate- 
ly atfer throwing the bomb. 


The deceased minister's carriage was 


boinf; followed by secret sen-ice men on 
bicycles, but by a miracle not one of 
them was injured. 


The force of the explosion was so tre- 


mendous that all of the windows of a 
hotel facing the street were blown in 
and even some of the large panes of the 
Warsaw station, a hundred steps away 
were shattered. 
Some of the 
drosky 


drivers at the cabstand in front of tho 
.station were injured. 


MINISTER'S HEAD BLOWN OFF. 
According to a later account the bomb 


was thrown from a window of the War- 
saw hotel Von Plehve's head was torn 


off, 
the lower portion was completely 


shattered but the upper part was un- 
touched. There were only two conspira- 
tors, according to this version one of 
whom threw the bomb from the window 
and then bolted. When captured an- 
other bomb is said to have been found in 
his pocket. 


A heap of debris from the carriage, a 


portion of the coachman's uniform, mute 
and pitiable rolics of the tragedy, were 
still lying* in Zabalansiy street, where 
the crime wafl committed, when tho cor- 
respondent ov the Associated Press ag- 


' niii returned 'io the spot this afternoon. 


For a block either side of the street was 
^unrdcd by police and no one was allow- 
ed to approach. 


Even in the midst of the consternation 


produced by the tragedy everybody is 
talking of Von Pfohvo's probable succes- 
sor. 


. MADE RUSH FOR PAPERS. 


Von Plehvc's assassination was offic- 


ially announced at about-1 o'clock and 
followed immediately by the issuance of 
extra editions of the papers. Although 
they contained only four lines referr- 
ing to the tragedy tho news boys were 
fairly' mobbed by the crowds in 
the 


streets, so eager were all for details of 
the crime. Intense excitement reigned 


everywhere. 
Only the assassination, of 


tho emperor could have, created more pf 
a sensation as next to his majesty him-, 
self, Von Plehve was regarded as ;the 
most powerful personality in-the Rus- 
sian government. 


SUDDEN END TO FESTIVITIES. 
It transpires that Von Plehve was on 


his way to Krasnoy Selo, sixteen miles 
southwest of St. Petersburg, where the 
grand duke Vladimir's birthday was to 
be celebrated. The emperor is still at 
the Peterhof palace. 
When the news 


was received, all the festivities of the 
day were of course immediately counter- 
manded, and instead, a requiem service 
was said. 
When the remains of Von 


Plehve reached, his residence a requiem 
mass was celebrated in the private cha- 
pel. Another one will be celebrated to- 
night and two masses will be celebrated 
daily until the funeral service occurs. 
"SAFE ALL DAYS BUT THURSDAY" 


The news was broken to the minister'^ 


wife at Kybinsk, on the Volga, while, on 
her way to their country seat with their 


son, 
who is 37 years old, A daughter jis 


married to M. Voutcn; an official; at- 
tached to the council of ministers-,; who 
was the sole relative of Van Ploveia 
to attend the first requiem mais for,the- 
repose of his soul. Von -Pleve saw: his 
wife and son' off last night and ;then 
drove to the residence of Gen. Bogdanp- 
vich, an old friend and associate,'.:with 
whom he remained until a late hour. 
The minister appeared to be pre-occupied 
and some of tho guests asked him if he 
had received any more threateing letters 
and remonstrated with him for going 
about unprotected. 
Curiously M. Von 


Plehve replied: "I am safe enough every 


day. 
in the week except Thursday. No 


one knows of my movement beforehand 
except on that day, when everybody 
knows I go to present my weekly report 
to the emperor." • . „ „ . . . - . .

The assa«sin was dressed in 'the uni 


form of a Warsaw railway guard. •' He 
is a comparatively young raau. 


POWERLESS TO INTERFERE. 


Tho bicyclists escorting the minister's 


carriage were powerless to prevent tha 
bomb being thrown. The Warsaw hotel, 
whence, according to onp report, tho 
bomb was said to have been launched, 
stands at 
the corner of Zabalansky 


street and a road bordering on the Ob 
vondy or Circular canal. Being near the- 
depots, it is almpet exclusively patron- 
ized by railroad men.. It. developed-later 
in the dayi however, that the bomb -was 
not thrown from a windpw-pf the hotel, 
as alleged in this version of the affair. 


ASSASSIN NOT.'.A JEW. 


When throwing the-bomb he shouted. 


"Long liva freedom," with' c, little -Rus- 
sian accent. His name has" not been as- 
certained and the prisoner told th,o police 
that he had no accomplices. It is estab- 
blished, however, that' the assassin is 
not a Jew, as at first reported., 


Altogether fourteen outsiders were in- 


jured by the explosion. 


Capt. Tzventsky of the guards, who 


was driving in a cab, sustained a. frac- 
ture of the skull. It has been trepanned 
but the captain is not expected to re- 
cover. 


FILLED WITH NAILS. 


The bomb was filled with nails, nol 


bullets, as at first believed. The -^ut- 
rage is connected by the police with an 
explosion at Kharkoff three ,dayH ago. It 
is supposed the bombs were monufac 
tured there. 


The crime is believed to be tho out- 


come of an international anarchist move- 
mcnt, with which Gerschunin,. the Rus- 
sian revolutionary agitator, who was ar- 
rested at Kief in June, J003, was con 
nccted, 


Gerschunin, it is asserted, .was the or 


ganizer of the murder of M. Bogoliepoff 
former Russian minister of public -in 
struction, and of M. Sipiaguine, who was 
minister of the interior before M. Von 
Plehve. 


THE POPE HORRIFIED. 


ROME, July 28.—The murder of M 


Von Plehve created a great sensation 
among the authorities and people, here. 


Crowds rushed to the Russian 
em 


bassy, where, however, no news had been 
received. The first telegram announcing 
the assassination reached the Vatican 
It came from Paris and was addressw 
to Cardinal Merry Del Val, the papa 
secretary of state. The cardinal took i 
immediately to the pope, who, raising hii 
hands above his head, exclaimed: "How 
awful 1 • Let us hope worse events than 
war are not impending in Russia," 
•

NOT GREATLY -.SURPRISING. 


Although the assassination is, deeply 


deplored here, it cannot be Baid that it 
has caused much surprise in the circles 
bere best informed as-to the Conditions 
m St. Petersburg. • Mr..Plehve was re- 
garded as a reactionist'and was particu- 
larly severe in,his. treatment of the ra- 
dical element in; Ru.ssjan jiolitics. He 
•was able to enforce fiis policies through 
his absolute control ,oi the secret ser- 
vice and police. 
',.' 


HAD RELENTED LATELY. 


His life, in consequence had often been 


threatened. But recently it is pointed 
out here, he had'shown1, a disposition to 
ameliorate the condition of the Jews in 
Rusria who had been especially the com- 
plainants against thejgoyernment policy 
of repression, and it'was believed that 
the minister hadjcegained his popularity 
with the radical classes; '

"Plehve assassinated 
this morning. 


Others also killed and wounded. Bomb 
explosion. No disturbances,"

HAY HEARS OF CRIME. 


WINDSOR, Vt., July 28.—Secretary of 


State John Hay was here today as the 
guest,.of Auguntus , §t.'--'GitoaeiM.,; <i.the 
wpl ptor, "vhen^infoonWdviby-^correspon- 
dent of the. Associated Press of the as- 
sassination of M.'Von Plehvo. The sec- 
retary had received no previous infor- 
mation concerning the tragedy having 
left his summer homo at Newbury this 
forenoon before any dispatches from the 
state department reached him. Secre- 
tary Hay declined to discuss the mat- 
ter officially or otherwise further than 
to cxprens "the deepest horror at the 
fearful, crime and profound 
sympathy 


with the friends of the.dead, statesman." 


Secretary Hay intended to return to 


Newbury tonight.

LONDON, July 28.—The tension in the 


Kusso-British relations has been relaxed 
and no rupture is now probable. Count 
Benckendorff, the Russian ambassador to 
Great Britain, informed Lord Lansdowne 
this morning that if Russia had commit- 
ted a Wrong she was ready and willing 
to make full raparation, but before any 
action could be ta.ken in the Knight Com- 
mander case, the Russian government 
must have the opportunity of receiving 
the report1 of "the commander of the 
Vladivostok squadron. Lord Lansdowne 
wa» not disposed to unduly press the 
matter and promised to wait a reason- 
able time. 


Foreign Secretory Lansdowno has re- 


ceived assurances from the Russian gov- 
ernment that full satisfaction will bo 
given Great Britain in. the matter ot the 
sinking of the steamer Knight Com- 
mander. 


It developed today 'that the United 


States is depending on Great Britain to 
obtain compensation for tho loss of the 
Knight Commander's cargo. It is the 
custom for ship owners to bo responsi- 
ble for cargoes and, therefore, tho Amer- 
ican claim to be made, to the owners of 
the Knight Commander,' who, of course, 
are British and who in turn will make 
a claim to the British government. 


In the house of commons this after- 


noon Premier Balfour, confirming the an- 
nouncements made in these dispatches, 
said the acute stage of the Red sea, inci- 
dents had passed, and that tha Russian 
volunteer fleet vessels would be 'with- 
drawn. 


He laid down the British view that no 


belligerent's warship could issue from 
the Black sea and tliat the volunteer 
vessels in issuing therefrom, if thoy took 
belligerent action, cither had no'right to 
issue or no right to take such action. 


It seems they have liquor issues in old 


England and the attitude of the Balfour 
ministry in pressing a bear bill is deemed 
a betrayal of confidence. This takes the 
power of. refusing licenses from tho local 
magistrates, amending 'the present1 law; 
and gives it to the county coramission- 


CHICAGO, JULY 28.—The packers to- 


day won an important initial victory, in 
tha big strike at the stockyards, the 


first emphatic gain of the kind that has 


been made since the general walkout was 
declared ii effect. Eight hundred live- 


stock handlers threw aside their alle- 
giance tp the allied trades and this after- 
noon begun to handle shipments indis- 
criminately'both for the packers in tho 


combine^and1 for the independent compa- 
nies. Most of these. 800 men went to 
work' yesterday to.handle the goods of 
the "independents," and they had worked 
on this basis until today. The change 
this afternoon on the part of the han- 
dlers was regarded by the employers as 
a serious loss to the cause of the strik- 
ers, and by some it was even declared to 
be a forerunner of a general stampede. 


W. E. Skinner, general agent of the 


Union Stock'Yards and Transit com- 
pany, : said the the livestock handlers, 
-though.. walkingipat* in;; sympathy..- with 
"the butchers and moat cutters, >ad been 
reluctant to strike, the relations between 
this men and the Union Stock Yards and 
Transit company having always bee.n 
most amicable.' Having shown their good 
will towards the striking unions, he said, 
the men were only too glad to have their 
old places back and the company was 
glad to reinstate them. 


133 MORE DESERTIONS. 


This afternoon 133 men, all members 


of the union, deserted the strikers and 
returned to work at Armour .& Co.'s 
plant. Twenty-eight of this, number, are 
car icers.' The others are skilled butch- 
ers-who were formerly employed in the 
cattle,-, hog 
and 
sheep . departments. 


Ererj-man was put to work at once. 


••We have got the strike won, 'right 


now," declared Snpt. Conway of Armour 
& Co., this afternoon. "Every packer is 
goingr ahead, as though there was no 
strike and the operations are in full 
swing. The striking union men are de- 
serting and coming back in droves." 


ISSUES DEFI TO UNIONS. 


Arthur Keeker of the Armour com- 


pany today declared that the answer 
given by the packers at tho- conference 
with the state board of arbitration last 
night reflected in its entirety tho posi- 
tion of the packers, and that the- state- 
ment attributed to him that they-were 
willing to go. back to tho agreement Cen- 
tered into-with Mr. Donnelly'* organiza- 
tion w»s entirely unfounded. 


"Our position is," ho said, "that we 


had an agreement with tho butchers' or- 
ganisation and the allied trades, which 
they have failed to live up to, and under 
tho circumstances the packers do not 
care to make any further agreements 
with, them. Wo are now, and propose to 
continue, managers of our business on 
this basis for the future. Our plants are 
rapidly assuming normal conditions." 


SCATTER 200 NON-UNIONISTS. 


Word reached the union headquarters 


this afternoon that two tramloada of 
white and colored strike breakers, gath- 
ered in Buffalo,.Cleveland and Cincinnati, 
were stopped by strike sympathizers who 
flagged tho trains between Witteg and 
Hammond, Ind., and that the strike 
breakers were driven off and scattered. 
Tho trains belonged to tho Erie and Lake 
Shore roads. Their coming and the char- 
acter of their passengers had been fore- 
told'by railroad men in sympathy with 
the strike and the attack followed. ^Two 
hundred non-union workers were divert- 
ed from tb«ir destination at the stock- 
yards in consequence. 


SWITCHMEN WOULD STRIKE. 


Promise of further spread of the strike 


was forthcoming this afternoon when .8 
delegation of switchmen employed at tKe 
stockyards -waited- upon Prenidant Don- 
nelly and appealed to him to request 
their ' officiile . to call a 'sympathetic 
•strike. Tho,. delegation explained that 
their officers urged th«n to keep out o( 
.the .strike, but "that "they would walk 
'out at any, titae rather then switch cars 
loadcd.by strike breakers." -Donnelly in- 


dicated that be would decide later upon, 
what action he would take. 


TO INVOLVE RETAILERS. 
'; 


Complications growing out of the me- 


thod of handling meat by rail adopted 
by.the packers in supplying the: local 
trade were today reported to President 
George F. Golden- of the 'packing house 
teamsters' union as likely to bo respon- 
sible for trouble with the teamsters em- 
ployed by retail dealers and-aupply hous- 
es throughout the whole . of . Chicago. 
Acting upon a report that hotel and res- 
taurant,, meat suppliers had moved in a 
quantity of meat1 by wagon from, Six- 
teenth and State streets, where the pack- 
ers supply car lays miles aw«y,from the 
stock yards, the strikers established a 
watch and found that the report was 
true. As a result the strike Jeaders^took 
under consideration a move to induce 
the Retail Market Drive™', union to re- 
fuse to handle meat from the packing 
houses affected by the strike, even if n. 
general strike of retail drivers should 
be necessary. 
. 


MEN NOT ON STRIKE. 


Reports that freight handlers in the 


employ of the Chicago Junction railway 
company went on a strike yesterday 
were denied today by officials 
of 
tho 


company. The following statement was 
ixsued from the office of President John 
A. Spoor: . 


"Ninety-five per cent, of all the busi- 


ness done at our freight house in the 
Union Stock Yards is for the accommo- 
dation of the big packing companies 
whose teamsters went on a strike yes- 
terday morning. When the teamsters 
struck there was no further work for 
the men'. at the yards freight house: 
Twenty-two freight handlers were laid 


off. 
That was all there was to it. There 


was no strike." 
, 


NO LONGER EMPLOYES. 


Following the refusal to enter into 


more agreements with the striking work- 
men at the stockyards, one of the big 
packing concerns today tossed a bomb 
Into the camp of .the sympathetic strik- 
ers" belonging to "the allied trades by 
posting public nptices that they are no 
longer regarded in the light of employes. 
The action was taken by Swift & Co., 
when'the following placard was conspic- 
uously exposed' to -view near the en- 
trances to. paekingtown: 


"AH help leaving our employ'July 25 


anii'july 26 wHl be paid ,in Jull at our 
For^y'-first. street.' jnarkci"-paymaster's 
windo.w,4)eginning Thursday, July 28, nt 
9-a. m.

The appearance of the 
notice 
was 


greeted with angry exclamations from 
the crowds that soon gathered, to read 
and discuss the movement. The place 
named for the men to apply for their 
money is outside of the stockyards pro- 
per, nt Halsted street and Exchange ave- 
nue. It was selected as affording the 
least posibilities of disorder. 


NO SOAP FAMINE, 


Shortage in1 the soap supply, particu- 


larly laundry, hotel and the 
cheaper 


grades of toilet soap, is one of the pos- 
sibilities o'f the strike. In 'anticipation 
of such an event the packing houses op- 
erating soap plants have been busy for 
days moving .stocks of soap'to ware-, 
houses; jobbing houses and to 
retail 


stores: Tho packers' were equipped with 
large stocks Taut were afraid the team- 
sters' strike would prevent its removal. 
The preparedness that characterized the 
packers in meeting the situation is il- 
lustrated by the fact that heavy sales 
were made under practically a guarantee 
that a tie-up would follow, the trade 
buying at tha advice of representatives 
of the packers. In some -instances the 
purchases were conditioned upon such 
an event. 


MORE HELP THAN NEEDED. 


So much non-union help has beea ta- 


ken into the stock yards up. to today 
that the packers in some instances are 
said to be finding difficulty in putting 
the men to work. Nelson, Morris &, Co., 
were. reported today to have shipped fif- 
ty non-union men to St. .Joseph, Mo., 
and a hundred or »o others were sent by 
other packers to Omaha. 
Sixteen al- 


leged union butchers from Detroit arriv- 
ed at the words today to take the places 
of striken. 


The hanging of effigies wna the prin- 


cipal diversion among the strikers and 
strike sympathizers about the stock- 
yards today.. Many of. the non-union 
workmen found efDgies swinging 
from

The facms are all prosperous,.-and 
on the majority of .them there .are. sub- 
stantial granaries and,barns. -Many of 
the farmers- -have erected elegant homes. 
When .one stops to- consider that -these 
lands wore opened up just twelve years 
ago,-and that many. of.the settlers,.were 
in a condition almost bordering on abso- 
lute poverty, i some idea. iof the wonder- 
ful resources of'the land may be-gained. 


The principal occupation of the'farm- 


ers is tilling the soil) though a"'large 
number of tho them are stock-growers, 
raising only enough produce to run their 
own farms and feed their cattle. 


Tho corn, oats and wheat were much 


larger two weeks ago in Dakota than 
they are at present in this vicinity, and 
the indications are thattthis summer'will 
be a record breaker, as far as crops are 
concerned. 


MAN YINDIANS THERE. 


On the rescrvation.itself, there are-still 


many Indians living. These are Sioux, 
and the description of their mode of liv- 
ing, their customs, etc., was highly in- 
teresting. Thero are many "squaw men" 
living on the reservation. The term 
"squaw man" is applied to a white man 
who has married an Indian, woman. Each 
squaw and each papoose gets a quarter 
section of land from the government and 
an additional amount of rations IB de- 
livered for each papoose in the Indian 
family. Therefore, these squaw men live 
indolent lives, .surrounded by filth and 
'squalor, but able to indulge their pas- 
sion for' loafing to the fullest extent.' 


LAND AGENTS GALORE. 


There are many land agents there, -who 


have lived in the vicinity of the reserva- 
tion for' many' year's. These men • will 
undoubtedly reap a rich harvest of dol- 
lars in assisting the lucky ones to select 
their claims. Many of these "land skin- 
r.crs," as they are clallcd, have gone over 
tho reservation on the sly and pulled up 
the quarter section stakes, so that one 
unfamiliar with tho lay of the land could 
not possibly find hla own claim. 


BONESTEEL WIDE OPEN. 


In the city of Bonesteel everything ia 


wide open. The town is overrun with 
gamblers, confidence men and other loose 
characters. Tho authorities are helpless, 
but tho vigilance committee have things 
pretty well in hand. 


In regard to the privilege granted old 


soldiers in settling in these lands, some 
facts were gleaned which may prove of 
interest. An old soldier is permitted to 
register for a claim by proxy, venting 
power of attorney in his agent. His fees 
amount to but $2 for the registration, 
as against $14 which it costs a civilian. 
He is then obliged to pay $1 an. acre 
down, and 75 cents per acre for the next 
four years. ' He is obliged to live on his 
claim one .year, but his time of service 
in the army is deducted from the remain- 
ing time which other homesteaders are 
obliged to. spend on their claims.

York^colloge of pharmacy' that the lead- 
ing medicinal extracts, and drugs manu- 
factured in Europe' and sent to the Un- 
ited States to bo used by our manufac- 
turers were adulterated to the point of 
danger, and that chemical preparations 
wore misnamed, imposing upon purchas- 
ers by resembling the genuine, but being 
a substantially worthless article. Some 
preparations were so changed that prac- 
tically the virtue would be lost.

ADDRESS OF OCCASION 


President Standing Under a Great 


Festoon of American Flags 


Ecsponds, Being Wannly 


Applauded. 


OYSTER BAY, L. I., July 27.—Presi- 


dent Roosevelt was notified formally to- 
day of his nomination for the presidency 
by the national Republican convention. 
Tho ceremony took place at his country 
home at Sagamore Hill, three miles from 
this village. 
In accordance with the 


wish of the president, the ceremony was 
mndo as simple as possible. 


The formal notification of the action 


of tJ>c convention was made, on behalf 
of a'committee representing every state 
and territory in tho United States, by 
Joseph G. Cannon, speaker of the house 
of representative. 


The day opened with ideal weather 


nnd arrangements for the ceremony were 
completed at an early hour. Tho wide 
veranda of tho house at Sagamoro Hill, 
extending almost entirely around ^the 
house, was decorated with American 
flags hung from pillar to pillar. 


MANY NOTABLES PRESENT, 


jn addition many houses in the neigh- 


borhood of the Roosevelt homo and in 
Oyster Bay were draped -with the Union 
colors. 
Across the main street of the 


village there hung a, large Roosevelt and 
Fairbanks banner. The special train 
bearing the members of the notification 
eommittee and tho invited guests left 
Long Island city at 10:32 a. m. nnd ar- 
rived hero at 11:35 o'clock. Only three 
of the members of the committee were 
absent. There wero James I. Coombes 
of Florida, Senator Chauncey M, Depew 
of New York, who is in Europe, and 
Senator Clarence D. Clark of Wyoming. 
Included among the invited guests were 
men prominent in all walks of life. 
Among them were personal nnd political 
friends of tho president in. New York 
dtate, life long friends and. neighbors on 
Long Island, including the pastors of the 
local churches and the officials of the 
national and New York Republican or- 
ganizations. Those present numbered 
abo-ut 125. It was necessary to limit the 
number on account of tho isolation of 
Sagnmore Hill and the lack of facilities 
lor tho accommodation of a larger as- 
semblage. On arrival at Sagamore Hill 
the committoeraen were received by 
President Roosevelt, Mrs. Roosevelt nnd 
National Chairman George B. Cortelyou. 
All of the house guests of the president 
were gathered on the veranda and as the 
occupants of each carriage alighted they 
were welcomed by the president and each 
vas presented to Mrs. Roosevelt. . 


At the conclusion of the informal re- 


ception, the ceremony of notification be- 
gan. The members of the family, the 
house guests and the distinguished vis- 
itors were assembled on the veranda. 
Both the president and' Speaker Cannon 
spoke standing on a chair placed at an 
anglo of t'.ie veranda, so that all could 
hear. 
The guests stood during tho 


speeches.

been invited, was not present. 


SPEAKER CANNON'S SPEECH. 


1 When Speaker Cannon rose to deliver 
iis speech of notification, he was greeted 
with applause. His speech is as follows:

The salary fixed 
by the department is in conformity with 
the act passed last winter, which states 
that the salary of rural carriers sholl not 
be in excess of $720 per annum. The 
maximum is paid to.carriers operating 
on routes of twc'nty;four. miles and over, 
and those delivering mail on routes.less 
than .twenty-four .miles in longth nre 
paid at the ralQ.of $18. a,mile. This,,in 
the opinion of the officials, is the .only 
just basis on which the department can 
carry out the law.

Sipiaguino! who was assassinated "April 
16,' 1902, by a student earned Ba'lma'shoff. 
He had formerly .been director of' the 
department of police, which, position he 
jractlcally assumed of his own accord, 
yhon in charge of the department of po- 
itical prosecutions, owing to the incom- 
petency of the official who was in charge 
of the police when Emperor-Alexander 
n was killed, March 13, 1881. M. Plehve 
conducted the prosecution of tho regi- 
cides and afterwards reorganized tho 'po- 
lice. From that time on the power of 
M. Plehve increased until it became only 
second in importance to that of the em- 
3cror. Several plots to aaiossinate the 
minister have, according to reports, been 
discovered during the last.two years 
which period has been, marked by strong 
political- rivalry, between

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BOMB SLAYS 


VON PLEHVE 


Russian Minister of Interior 


Assassinated, Head Being 


Entirely Blown Off. 


Fourteen Others Injured—Murderer, Wound- 


ed, is Captured—Cried "Long Live Freedom,'* 


As He Hurled Deadly Missile/Which 


Was Filled With Nails. 


ST. PETERSBURG, July 28,—10:55 a. 


Jo.—Minister M. Von'Plehve was assas- 
sinated this morning at about 10 o'clock 
while driving to the Baltic station to 
visit the emperor at the Peterhof palace. 


A bomb was thrown xinder the minis- 


ter's carriage, completely, shattering it, 
blowing M. Van Plehve's head completely 
from the body and injuring the minister's 
servant, two officers, who were driving 
by in a cab. 
Ten other persona who 


were in the vicinity were wounded by 
nails, the contents of the bomb. 


The assassin, whose 'nationality has so 


far not been discovered, was also wound- 
ed and operated upon successfully. He 
declared he had no accomplices in the 


The tragedy occurred on the Zalal- 


konski prospect, a broad thoroughfare 
leading up to the Warsaw depot whence 
the road turns sharply to the left to- 
ward the Baltic railroad station. .The, 
exact spot at which the outrage occur- 
red is just before the bridge spanning the 
circular canal, on the other side 
•which both stations are situated. 


The bomb thrower must have known 


perfectly well that Minister Von Plehve 
would pass the spot this morning, for 
the minister makes his report to the em 
pcror every Thursday. 


WITH FATAL AIM. 


The infernal machine was thrown with 


deadly accuracy, aftl the assassin was 
favored by the fact that traffic here is 
always of .the heaviest owing to the 
crossing of lines of surface cars and the 
continuous stream of heavy trucks. M. 
Von Piehve was always apprehensive 
of attempts upon his life and was said 
to drive rapidly. The coachman, how- 
ever, was compelled to go slow at thi 
point. 


The assassin in laying his plans evi- 


dently foresaw this circumstance and 
while the minister's coachman slowed 
down, threw the bomb. The explosion 
was terrific and practically annihilated 
the woodwork of the carriage. The hor- 
ses tore off dragging the axle and the 
front wheels. The animals, though in- 
furiated by the wounds they had sustain- 
ed had not galloped far before they fell, 
with pools of blood under them. 


FOUR OTHERS. INJURED. 


The minister's servant, who wag also 


on the carriage box, was badly wounded, 
and two officers who were driving by in 
a cab were injured by flying splinters. 
The assassin himself was wounded in one 
eye. Hn took to flight, but according to 
*hc latest reports, was overtaken and is 
now under arrest. 


Passengers by the Peterhof train be- 


gan to arrive upon the scena. Among 
them were the Duke" and Duchess of Ol- 
denburg, who stopped their motor car 
within a couple of paces of M. Von 
Plehve's remains and were told by a po- 
liceman the terrible tidings. They were 
much affected. 


The news of the tragedy spread like 


•wildfire throughout the 
city, causing 


consternation everywhere. Police re- 
acrves were hurried to the scene from 
all parts of the city and the various de 
partments were instantly notified. 


CONFUSION PREVAILS. 


When the Associated Press correspon- 


dent arrived at the telegraph office, fif- 
teen minutes after the tragedy occurred, 
the director of telegraphs had already 
been informed of the asassination and 
instructions had been given. 
The ut- 


most confusion prevailed and the reports 
of the occurrence were conflicting. 


Regarding the identity of the assassin 


and the cause of the crime, by some it 
ia said it was the act of a Finn and by 
others that the murderer was a partisan 
of the Zemstvos, the curtailment of 
whose powers is attributed to the dead 
minister. Nothing, however, has been de- 
finitely established as yet. 


THE EMPEROR INFORMED. 


The prelect of police notified the em- 


peror of the tragedy immediately upon 
its occurrence. : 


The emperor who was at the villa Al- 


exandria at Peterhof, was greatly affect- 
ed by the news coming, as it did, atop 
of the bad tidings from the seat of war, 
fears of international complications and 
the strain incident upon the hourly ex- 
pectation of an event so close to the fa- 
ther's heart. The emperor almost broke 
down' when he was informed of the min- 
ister's murder.-

Whatever may have been the motive 


for the crime, nothing but the utmost 
indignation at the assassin's act ia voiced 
anywhere.

SIMILARITY IN EXPLOSIVE. 


The first hurried investigation of the 


police seems to connect the crime with 
the plot which was frustrated by the ex- 
plosion at the hotel Du Nord April 13, 
in which Kazanoff, one of the conspira- 
tors, was killed by the accidental explos- 
ion of an infernal machine which at the 
time, it was said, was intended for Von 
Plehve. 


On that occasion e companion of the 


conspirator, who was-killed, escaped Ow- 
ing to the frightful-force of-the explos 
ion on that occasion, which completely 
wrecked two rooms, blowing the bod; 
of Kazanoff almost to atoms, severin 
his head and arms from the trunk, th 
heads of the police believe it is possibl 
that the explosive was identical wit 
that used in today's tragedy, which wa 
also caused by a bomb or infernal ma 
chine of similar power with that of th 
former plot and that the perpetrate 
was the man who escaped at that time 


As a further indication of the identity 


of the tragedy with'the hotel Du Nord

SIX INVOLVED ,.IN.;,AFFAIR.' 


It is reported, that six,, men, are-im 


plicated and that 'five of them fledjnto 
a little hotel adjoining thescenekof-thi 
assassination, the only one Who 
waa 


wounded having been .captured. The ho 
tel was surrounded, by the police v»nd al 
its inmates were arested. The woundec 
man who is said to be a'Jew-was .taken 
to the Alexandria hospital so dazed ai 
to be unable to speak. 


The condition was accounted for by 


the fact that he took poison immediate- 
ly atfer throwing the bomb. 


The deceased minister's carriage was 


being followed by secret service men on 
bicycles, but by a miracle not one oJ 
them \vas injured. 


The force of the explosion was so tre- 


mendous that all of the windows of 
hotel facing the street were blown in 
and even some of the large panes of the 
Warsaw station, a hundred steps away 
were shattered. Some of the 
drosky 


drivers at the cabstand in front of the 
station were injured. 


MINISTER'S HEAD BLOWN (XFlV 
According to a later account the bomb 


was thrown from a window of the" War- 
saw hotel. Von Plehve's head was torn 
off, the lower portion was completely 
shattered but the upper part was un 
;ouehed. There were only two conspire- 
;ors, according to this version one of 
whom threw the bomb from the window 
ml then bolted. When captured' an- 
other bomb is said to have been found in 
lis pocket. 


A heap of debris from the carriage, a 


>ortion of the coachman's uniform, mute 
and pitiable relics of the tragedy, were 
itill lying in J?abalans!cy' street, where 
;he crime was committed, when the cor- 
•espondwn d" the Associated Press ag- 
ain returned to the spot this afternoon. 
For a block efther side of the street was 
guarded by police and no one was allow- 
ed to approach. 


Even in the midst of the consternation 


produced by the tragedj everybody is 
talking of Von Pfehve's probable succes- 
sor. 


. MADE RUSH FOR PAPERS. 


Von Plehve's assassination was offic- 


ially announced at about-1 o'clock and 
followed immediately by the issuance of 
extra editions of the papers. Although 
they contained only four- lines referr- 
ing to the tragedy the news-boys were 
fairly' mobbed by the 'crowds in 
the 


streets, so coger were all for 'details of. 
the crime. Intense excitement' reigned 


everywhere. Only the assassination of 
the emperor could have, created" more of 
a sensation as next to his majesty him-, 
self, Von Plehve was regarded as 'the 
most powerful personality in the Rus- 
sian government. 


SUDDEN END TO FESTIVITIES. 
It transpires that Von Plehve was on 


his way to Krasnoy Selo, sixteen miles 
southwest of St. Petersburg, where the 
grand duke Vladimir's birthday was to 
be celebrated. The emperor is still at 
the Peterhof palace. 
When the news 


was received, all the festivities of the 
day -n ere of course immediately counter- 
manded, and instead, a requiem service 
was said. When the remains of Vou 
Plehve reached, his residence a requiem 
mass was celebrated in the private cha- 
pel. Another one will be celebrated to- 
night and two masses will be celebrated 
daily until the funeral sendee occurs. 
"SAFE ALL DAYS BUT THURSDAY" 


The news was broken to the minister's 


wife at Kybinsk, on the Volga, while on 
her way to their country seat witlx>tlie$r 
son, who is 37 years old. A daughterjia 
married to M. Voutch, an offlciaV at-, 
tached to the council of minister*,; who 
was the sole relative of Van PTeye.able 
to attend the first requiem maaa forsthe- 
repose of his soul. Von Pleve ^s^w his. 
wife and son off last night and .then 
drove to the residence of Gen. Bogdanp,-, 
vich, an old friend and associate^ with 
whom he remained until a late hour. 
The minister appeared to be pre-occnpied 
and some of the guests asked him if he 
had received any more threateing letters 
and remonstrated with him for going 
about unprotected. Curiously M. Von 
Plehve replied: "I am safe enough every 
day in the week except Thursday. No 
one knows of my movement beforehand 
except on that day, when everybody 
knows I go to present my weekly report 
to the emperor."

been an overheated dynamo. The build- 
ing, 150 by 250tieet and three. stories 
high,, was filled with pierces of lard.many 
of which exploded! spreading the burning 
grease in every-direction. 


The firemen were hampered in,;going 


into action by jjutnbcrs of cattle and 
sheep which were being driven alo'ng Ex- 
change avenue, .the main thoroughfare 
of the stockyards. The fire threatened 
a number of buildings near by but the 
firemen managed to keep the flames frpm 
spreading. 


Thousands of strikers attempted 
to 


get near to the burning building, but as 
soon as the police arrived ropes were 
spread, blocking the streets for three 
squares away. No crowds were allow- 
ed to pass through streets near 
the 


building. 


The top story of tho building was ol 


wood construction and burned like tin- 
der. The contents of the building were 
valued nt $400,000. 


Hot far away from the darrmged build 


ing is the centralized ppwerhousc from 
which, above the fire swept lard'refinery 
ran a net work i of 18 electric cables, 
which were damaged to a large extent. 


"STENOGRAPHERS IN PERIL. 


A feature of the blaze, was the tern' 


porary imprisonment of nine young wo- 
man stenographers in an elevator, in 
Swift's office building. The cage was 
caught betweefT'the two floors and the 
young women Were in "a panic, fearing 
4he flre would spread from the burning 
refinery building before 'they could be 
rescued by the, members of the office 
force ,who put up a ladder and cuttinj 
the wire work of the elevator cage took 
the fair prisoners out and carried them 
down to safety.

MAN YINDIANS THERE. 


On the reservation.itself} there are.stjll 


many Indians living. These are Sioux, 
and the description of their mode of liv- 
ing, their customs, etc., was highly in- 
teresting. There are many "squaw men" 
living on the reservation. 
The term 


"squaw man" is applied to a white man 
who has married an Indian woman. Each 
squaw and each pappose gets a quarter 
section of land from the government and 
an additional amount of rations is de- 
livered for each papoose in the Indian 
family. Therefore, these scjuaw men live 
indolent lives, .surrounded by filth.and 
squalor, but able to indulge! their pas- 
sion for'loafing to the fullest extent.' .

There are many land-agents therej-who 


have livedI In the vicinity of the reserva- 
tion for many' year's. These men'will 
undoubtedly reap a rich' harvest of'dol- 
lars in assisting the lucky ones to select 
thair claims. Many of these "land skin- 
ners," as they are clalledj have gone over- 
the reservation on the sly and pulled up 
the quarter section stakes, so that one 
unfamiliar with the lay of the land could 
not possibly find his own claim. 


BONESTEEL WIDE OPEN. 


In the city of Bo.nesteel everything is 


wide open. The town -is overrun with, 
gamblers, confidence men arid other.looae 
characters. The authorities are helpless, 
but the vigilance committee have things 
pretty well in hand. 


In regard to the privilege granted old 


soldiers in settling in these lands, some 
facts were gleaned which may prove of 
interest. An old soldier is permitted to 
register for a claim by proxy, vesting 
power of attorney in his agent. His fees 
amount to but $2 for the registration, 
as against $14 which It costs a civilian. 
He is then obliged to pay $1 an acre 
down, and 75 cents per acre for the next 
four years. He is obliged .to live on his 
claim one,year, but his time of service 
in the army is deducted from the remain- 
ing time which other homesteaders are 
obliged to spend on their claims. 


One hundred and six thousand land- 


seekers have'registered their names. 


One thousand names will be drawn the 


first and second days, after which tho 
balance of the names in the box will be 
drawn as rapidly as possible, completing 
the work on the third day.

ADULTERATED DRUGS. 


While our laws if enforced strictly 


would keep out of the country the worst 
of the adulterated medicinal prepara- 
tions, drugs and essential oils, it w.is 
shown in the speech of Senator Hayburn ; 
In the last session of congress on a res- 
olution directing the secretary of agri- 
culture to. report to the senate the re- 
sults of all investigations of foods, drugs 
and liquors made under authority 
of 


congress, that the grossest frauds were 
perpetrated on the American people by, 
foreign 
manufacturers..,.' The senator 


showed* by a circular issued by the New 
York, college of pharmacy that the lead- 
ing medicinal extracts, and drugs manu- 
factured in Europe' and sent to the Un- 
ited States to be used by our manufac- 
turers were adulterated to the point of 
danger, and that chemical preparations 
•were misnamed, imposing upon purchas- 
ers by resembling the genuine, but being 
a substantially worthless article. Some 
preparations were so changed that prac- 
tically the virtue would be lost. 


Much of this trash, said the report was 


rnado in Belgium, the principle business 
being to make imitations of important 
foreign chemical and medicinal prepara- 
tions. One item in this report stated 
that the base traffic has been constantly 
increasing for years and as an instance 
it is said that not long since '"7,000 
pounds of rhubarb root passed through 
the Now Yerk custom house, not one 
pound of which, was fit, or even safe, 
for modicinal'purposes. Much of it had 
become greatly deteriorated by age, was 
worm eaten -and decayed, while other 
portions—notwithstanding they showed 
a somewhat fair appearance externally— 
the color, etc., having been brightened 
by artificial means for the purposes of 
deception—gave internal unmistakable 
evidence of the virtue of the root having 
been extracted by decoction for the pur- 
pose of making what is sold as the "ex- 
tract of rhubarb" and thereby rendering 
it of no further value for medicinal use. 
This article yras invoiced at 5 cents to 
14 cents per pound. The price of good 
rhubarb at the place of production has 
been, for several years past, about as 
follows: The East India, from 35 to 45 
cents per pound, according to circum- 
stances; the Turkey or Russian from 
$1.25 to $2.50 per pound, exhibiting a 
viry wide difference in price as will be 
perceived, between the good and refuse 
article." 


The names of sonic, of the adulterated 


and refuse articles are given in this re- 
port. Among them are Peruvian bark 
from which is made quinine rhubarb 
root, opium, gum resins, Aleppo scam- 
raony, blue mass, the preparations made 
of the salts of Peruvian bark, sulphate 
of quinine, calomel, iodine or hydrioate, 
mercury, gum ammoniac, and the list 
could be made longer. The report shows 
how it is the importations of such stuff 
is accomplished and the necessity of con- 
gress enacting 
stringent 
legislation 


which will compel examinations whether 
solicited or not by American importers. 
Many of our importers are earnestly op- 
posed to this trade and exercise all the 


, vigilance they are able to, and favor 
strong laws which will prevant. But, 
says this report, "Yet in the face of ad- 
mitted truths we arc compelled to make 
the humiliating confession that the pa- 
ternal cure of the American government 
has not in this respect been efficiently 
and justly exercised." 


Senator Hayburn stated in his re- 


marks that he had asked for a report 
from the Chemical Bureau of the Agricul- 
tural department tipon a number of pat- 
ent medicines and various nostrorno that 
were imported into the United States, 
and some made in one state in violation 
of its laws and sent into other states 
for disposal. The report was made and 
the senator stated that out of fourteen 
samples analyzed the day before, thir- 
teen were rank frauds, deleterious in 
their effects, and contained nothing that 
could or would under any circumstances 
accomplish the cure of any disease. 


The closing lines of this report of the 


New York college of pharmacy gives 
trade prices and the market prices of a 
number of articles and presents and the 
report says, "to show the inefficiency of 
our present laws and disclaim all inten- 
tion of censure of the distinguished offi- 
cer who presides in that bureau." 


THE. IROftCOIS TIE-OPENING. - 


The opening of the Iroquois theater is 


announced for October and from many 
is being voiced a strong objection.' It is 
not that i the owners have every right 
to do with their o-frn as they will, but 
since theaters arc in a sense public pro- 
perty, something is thought to be due 
to the gro£iieties. The horror, of' the. 


Iroquois holocaust, has not dimmed for 
the.nearly seven hundred graves" of tie 
victims of that awful December 30th call 
sternly for something far more .than. 1ms 
.teen .done as an expiation of the tragedy 
made possible by "the greed of man, the 
carelessness of man and the 'culpable in- 
difference of the law. 


There has been investigations of the 


burning and consequent loss of life,'but 
of what avail? One verdict, that of ^the 
coroner's jury named the, responsible 
ones for the awful calamity, but 
has 


anyone ever heard of the slightest pun- 
ishment. On the contrary the law has 
been careful to point out to the respon- 
sible actors in the tragedy how they may. 
escape all punishment or fears of punish- 
ment.

One Chicago paper, however, raises its 


voice against the proposed re-opening, 
saying: 


"It is possible there are .mimes jvho 


will consent to dance and sing in this 
house of death for the thoughtless and 
for those who regard the Irpquoia disas- 
ter as a mere incident. But these people 
are not in the majority. The reopening 
of this hoiise, sacred to the memory of 
over half a thousand people, as an am- 
usement enterprise is an offense not only 
•to the people of Cook County and Chi- 
cago, but to the people of'the United 
States^-an affront to civilization." 


Still the owners being by law declared 


not responsible only provided they will 
refrain from being served with papers 
within the city of Chicago and even then 
if served very questionable if any convic- 
tion could be had; the law declaring the 
employes of the city and the city, offic- 
ials arc not liable no matter any care- 
lessness; there was nothing but to per- 
mit the owners or lessees to go ahead 
with restoring the theater and again op- 
ening it to amusements, unless the people 
of .Chicago were ready to purchase the 
property and devote it to some public 
use,.

PERHAPS DOVES IS SIGHT. 


Things would seem to be working if 


the Menasha Record has made no mis- 
take in its statement John Strange, one 
of the most prominent active supporters 
of Governor La FoHette, has evolved a 
harmony plan. This plan contemplates 
the withdrawal of the two state 'tickets 
now in the field headed by Governor La- 
Follette.and Hon. S. A. Cook, with the 
retirement of both state central commit- 
tees. Then is to come in a board of har- 
mony which is to be composed Lof three 
supporters of the two candidates .with- 
drawn and Mr. Cortelyou chairman of 
the national committee, this harmony 
board then rjlacing"ihvtlie field "a :"com- 
plete state ticket and a new state cen- 
tral committee.

anything of the sort, or that Mr. Cook 
may not have some positive ideas on the 
matter, or that high privates on both 
contending sides may not take to It 
kindly, still that any such proposition 
should be made is one of the strange 
happenings. It would certainly indicate 
some folks were doing some hard think- 
ing.

Combattants on both sides who have 


been all through the thick and thin of 
the prolonged factional strife, the more 
prominent onss, may have became so 
hardened, so thoroughly imbued with 
the strife, that it is possible .they may 
have lost '.sight of a truth that many 
thousand's of Reptiblieans on both con- 
tending sides are heartily 'tired of it ell 
and would roost gladly see a: termination. 
It has not yet been'denied that Senator 
Spooner went east saying he was thor- 
oughly sick of the whole business and 
with that feeling, there are thousands 
more who agree witn him.

It'is not impos- 
sible ejther tha'l the-influence "of Chair- 
man Cortelyou may- not prove of mo- 
ment hi securing harmony, and it is no1 
incredible *of belief, that before the su- 
preme court convenes something ol this

To all this it may be said bargains are 


necessary, at least* highly probable and 
that one man at least will not withdraw 
without a receipt for something as good. 
It needs no hard guessing to think who 
this might be. As the'case now stands 
Mr. Cook will withdraw should the su- 
preme court decide he was not regularly 
nominated, and for the governor pne of 
dis lieutenants declares he will not with- 
draw but remain in the field, and even 
more, in every district where candidates 
will not attach themselves to the La- 
Follette column, candidates will be norri- 
inated against them. This sort of thing 
will not stand for approval with 
the 


mass of Wisconsin Republicans.' - It is 
drawing the lines altogether1'too-close 
unnecessarily, and placing in gfave dan- 
ger Republican candidates for congress 
and the legislature. But to,return to 
the bargain part, men may retire with 
honor seeking nothing, or they may •ex- 
act full compensation , therefor.- . But 
what of the bargains? What is there to 
"be traded off? 


Nothing is more certain than should 


the governor consent with Mr. Cook to 
retire that harmony reign, tb,e fteartiesfr 
and most sincere thanks of every Repub- 
lican will be with them both. • It will 
give to the governor that meed he could 
earn in no better way. Factional rancor, 
would cease ancl the good name of Wis- 
consin cease to be a reproach. If good 
will is a compensation there ia a chance 
to earn an abundance and possibly the 
seed dropped by John Strange may prove 
fruitful.

The right of a mayor of a municipal- 


ity to refuse a liquor license so far as 
Chicago is concerned has been decided 
by Judge Hanecy to not exist. If the 
mayor may not vetpe or approve, then 
of course neither can the license commit- 
tee of the eity -council.' If for good and 
valid reasons the mayor withholds a li- 
quor license on the'ground say, the ap- 
plicant is not of good character, or the 
place is •• within a residence district, or 
that the place is located in close prox- 
imity of a school; ex church, both, for- 
bidden by statue then recording to this 
judge, the license must he granted whe- 
ther or no. 
' 


Some of the Chicago, papers have com- 


mented upon this decision which places 
the highest considerations of the public 
welfare at the disposal of any applicant 
for a liquor license no matter his repu- 
tation. One of these comments says: 


"In refusing the license the mayor 


acted in conformity with the precedents 
and with the demands .of public senti- 
ment and civic decehcy. Moreover, there 
are several supremfe court rulings that 
lavfdown the proposition that the mayor 
has a "reasonable' Discretion" in grant- 
ing licenses.

Notwithstanding all this, Judge Hnne- 


cy orders the mayor, City Collector. La- 
hiff and Chief O'Jfeill to issue the li- 
cense, giving as arrcason therefor that 
there are other saloons in the neighbor- 
hood of the site wHere it is proposed to 
operi this dramshop . 
'

The city should vigorously contest the 


contention that it has no right to pro- 
tect the public schools from the evil 
influences of dramshops. 


THE STRIKE IJf MEAT IXDHSTRT, 


The great .meat strike is now on in 


force with largely ndded numbers from 
that of the first week. The great public 
is more concerned with its own pros- 
pects of getting meat than just at pres- 
ent it la in the merits of the case. Char- 
ges and counter charges arc being made 
and amid it all is clear some of the- pack- 
ers' representatives were guilty of ex- 
ceedingly bad taste when the first strike 
was called off in making, some very .un- 
called for remarks: at the expense.of the 
self respect of the- strikers, while as to 
the latter it seems,that they,were too 
rushed to quit ngttin before fullyunder- 
standhig the reasons why they could not 
all be taken back at once. No matter 
what view some. Backers took the arbi- 
tration ^erms called for all who Svei'e 
not taken back .withjn forty-five days, 
to be the subject;for arbitration. 


•The other trades, are involved and the 


sympathetic strike1 is in full blast re 
gardiess of the agreements in existence. 
It may be true that some of the:men 
out on this score are out as individuals 
but in these strike affairs they might 
just as well be out as organizations, for 
the flght is just as ugly. 


But the public are impartial. They 


will condemn the packers where they are 
wrong and -<viU not back up the strikers 
where they are In fault. Meanwhile the 
public m-ast .learn to do with less meat. 
Eating meat is not at all imperative and 
a fast for several weeks can do no possi- 
ble harm. And in this abstention from 
meat'the result, that is one result of the 
present 'unpleasantness, will be a lessen- 
ing of meat eating. Another result may 
be an increase of the independent pack- 
ers and butchers and increased cat'tle 
raising In the country districts. 
\ 


HOW IT WORKS... • 


.Our farmer friends in some locali- 


ties are having an opportunity to find 
out how some of these things really are 
from the standpoint of a worker. 
It 


has been often claimed that union rule* 
could not be enforced upon » term antl 
while there are farmer organizations 
without number, so far, organizations at 
farm employes hmve> been scarce. Last 
year in several Indian*, counties farm la- 
bor organizations-were formed and affili- 
ation made with the Federated Labor 
people. Farmers at once di*eorer«d that 
while they had been busy in grange and 
lodge discussing their trials and tribula- 
tions, that the farm employe, the hired 
man, as it were, was also discovering he 
had wrongs to complain of and things to 
bear that needed, in hi* judgment, ratifi- 
cation. This placed things on a different 
basis. Now, out in Iowa, in Franklin 
county, farm employes are organizing la- 
bor organizations and demanding the 
carrying out of an eight-hour day. They, 
are,demanding a 930 a month wage, in- 
cluding board and washing, .and a, num- 
ber of other concessions of a minor 
nature.:^

The regular government lotteries are 


a great success. The drawing coming off 
which divides up the, Rosebud reserva- 
tion is said will be of dramatic interest 
and will ba watched % thousands of 
eyes. There are stated to be 2,500 quar- 
ter sections left to be divided, not set 
aside for certain purposes, and for this 
2,500 sections of government land there 
are 60,000 citizens who are to be repre- 
sented in the drawing. There are one or 
two others to be polled off with corres- 
ponding excess of registries in excess of 
the number of prizes and it can not be 
long now before the last Indian will be 
driven from off _his reservation and duly 
absorbed in the great seething mass of 
white people.

ADDRESS OF OCCASION 


President Standing Under a Great 


festoon of American Flags 


Responds, Being Warmly

OYSTER BAY, i. X, July'27.—Presi- 


dent Koosevelt was notified formally to 
Any of his nomination for the presidency 
by the national Republican convention. 
The ceremony took place at his country 
home at Sagamore Hill, three miles from 
this Tillage. 
In accordance with the 


wish of the president, the ceremony was 
made as simple as possible. 


The formal notification of the action 


of the coru-ention was made, on behalf 
of a committee representing every state 
and^territory in the United States, by 
Joseph G. Cannon, speaker of the house 
of representative. 


The day opened with ideal weather 


and arrangements for the ceremony were 
completed at an early hour. The wide 
veranda of the house at Sagamorn Hill, 
extending almost entirely around the 
house, wae decorated with American 
flags hang from pillar to pillar. - 


5IAJTY NOTABLES PRESENT. 


In addition many houges in the neigh- 


borhood of the Roosevelt home and in 
Oyster Bay were draped with the Union 
colors. Across the main street of the 
village there hung a large Roosevelt and 
Fairbanks banner. The special, train 
bearing the members of the notification 
oommittee and the invited guests left 
Long Island city at 10:32 a. m. and ar- 
rived here at 11:35 o'clock. Only three 
of the members of the committee were 
absent. There were James I. Coombes 
of Florida, Senator Chauncey M. Depew 
of New York, who is "in Europe, and 
Senator Clarence D. Clark of Wyoming. 
Included among the invited guests were 
men prominent in all walks of life. 
Among them were personal and political 
friends, of the president in_ New York 
state, life long friends and. neighbors on 
Long Island, including the pastors of the 
local churches and the' officials of the 
national and New York Republican or- 
ganizations. Those present numbered 
about 125. It was neccsaaty to limit tho 
number on account of the isolation'of 
Sagamore Hill and the lack of facilities 
for the accommodation of a larger as- 
semblage. On arrival at Sagamore Hill 
the committeemen were received by 
President Roosevelt, Mrs. Roosevelt and 
National Chairman George B. Cortelyou. 
All of the house guests of the president 
•were gathered on the veranda and as the 
occupants of each carriage alighted they 
•were welcomed by the president and each 
•was presented to Mrs. Roosevelt. . 


At the conclusion of the informal re- 


ception, the ceremony of notification be- 
gan. 
The members of the family, the 


house guests and the distinguished vis- 
itors were assembled on the veranda.. 
Both the president and' Speaker Cannon 
spoke standing on a chair placed at an 
angle of the veranda, so that all could 
hear. 
The guests stood during the 


speeches.

SIEAKBR CANNON'S SPEECH. 


When Speaker Cannon rose to deliver 


lie speech of notification, he was greeted 
with applause. His speech is as follows: 
Mr. President: 
, 


The people of the United States, by 


blood, heredity, education and practice, 
are a sell-governing people. 
We have 


sometimes been subject to prejudice and 
embarrassment from harmful condition, 
but 'wo have outgrown prejudice and 
overcome conditions as rapidly as possi- 
ble, having due regard to Jaw and the 
rights of individuals. .. We'rhave some- 
times made mistakes, from a false sense 
of security or from a desire to change 
policies instead of letting well enough 
alone, merely to see what would happen, 
but we have always paid the penalty of 
unwise action at the ballot box and" en- 
dured the suffering until, under the law, 
through the ballot box, we have returned 
to correct policies. 


EFFECT OF PROTECTION. 


Liberal compensation for labor makes 


liberal customers for pur products. Un- 
der this policy of protection our home 
market affords all our people a better 
market than has any other people on 
earth, and this, too, even if we did not 
•ell any of our products abroad. In ad- 
dition to this, we have come to be the 
greatest exporting nation in the world. 
For the year ending the 30th of June, 
1904, our exports to foreign countries 
•were valued at $1,400,000,000, of which 
$490,000,000 were products of the fac- 
tory.

An emphatic deniarta given by Fourth 


Assistant-Pos'tmastet 'General Bristbw .to 
the report that' the" department is' ttbon't 
to issue an order "requiring carriers in 
the rural free delivery 'service to "pur- 
chase and wear uniforms. The fourth as- 
sistant has had the matter under ad- 
visement . for several weeks, and has 
talked it over with Postmaster General 
Payne. Mr. Bristow believes that the 
carriers should be uniformed, and states 
that ultimately they will be required to 
don a distinctive style of dress, but for 
the present at least, no action in this 
connection is contemplated. 


Protests continue to'' come to the de- 


partment against the salary, scale for ru- 
ral carriers which went into effect July 
1. Communications on the subject have 
been received in large numbers from the 
northwestern states, and tbe impression 
seems to be quite' general that congress 
provided a uniform salary of $720 a 
year. . This is a mistake. The salary fixed 
by the department is in conformity with 
the. act passed last winter, which states 
that the salary of rural carriers sholl not 
be in excess of $720 per annum.

BARLEY AND OATS 


ABE LIGHT YIELD 


Hay Has Been Harvested and Crop 


Was JSatlirfactory—Corn in 


Many Caw* Had to b« 


Beplanted. 


Although the country is -in need of 


rain, the crop conditions have not leen 
better in five years., "TChe farmer* have 
about finished the i«ying and say the 
yield is twenty per" cent better in quality 
than last year. The crop is considerably. 
heavier. Many car loads of hay will be 
pressed and sent to Chicago and Milwau- 
kee markets. These shipments do not 
include the supply used by the local mar- 
ket. The average price of hay .is $9 a 
ton, which .will go over that figure the 
coming winter. 


There is • considerable quantity of 


oats and rye raised in,this county, while 
the oat crop is lights Tliis is largely due 
to the~ poor seed sown last spring. About 
half of the seed *own seemed, to -grow. 
The drought -has had little .to • do with 
the decreased production ot oats. The 
quality is better than-last year,, as the 
blight did not strike it. 


The farmers of Racing county have 


gone into raiaing^rje more extensively 
than heretofore. TW'crop is 'not^used 
,for flour but is grcfond and fed to the 
hog(. It is considered very nutritious 
and fattening.

: BARLEY YIEIiD LIGHT. 


The barley yield this year is good-but 


light, and is now, Being harvested. In- 
stead of being attributed to the lack of 
rain, the small yielU like the oats, is 
laid to thai poor quality of seed from last 
year. "While the stand of all grains is 
light the yield is far ahead of last year 
in every respect,' so what the farmers 
lack in quantity, they make up in qual- 
ity. -

KOT GOOD . CORK COUNTRY. 


WiHconsin was never considered much 


of a corn country. Iowa, and Illinois are 
the corn producing states. - The climatic 
conditions here, not-the soil, is largely 
accountable for this,-. While ^there.is con- 
siderable corn Raise* -in Hacina county, 
the supply is only for^'home use, for feed- 
ing and fattening stock. The crop, as 
could be expected, ^ rather backward 
tins year, on account of the cold wea- 
ther. It takes a good hot sun with hea- 
vy showers to grow' corn, and this is the 
kind of weather the corn raisers in Iowa 
and Illinois have. Not long ago a corn 
raiser from Iowa took a trip through 
Racine' county. He did not think much 
of Wisconsin for farming purposes after 
lie looked' at the corn. In Iowa the corn 
i's up five, and six feet".whiJe the stand in 
Wisconsin is hardly'.over three, but the 
gentleman evidently did not know the 
other producing advantages % Wisconsin 
offered over its sister 'states. 


OATS SHOW SIGNS OF RUST. 
On account'of thejat'e heavy raing the 


oats in some parts' '.91 the country are 
badly rusted, thus spoiling the 'straw for 
.feed, but this is mot JK> of the corn. It 
never rusts and while the yield is" not 
a Bgood us in Iowa or Illinois the sup- 
ply is considered good enough for home 
use. The farmers, , some of them, are 
still, cultivating the corn in hopes of 
coaxing it along with the rest of the 
crops. Many of the corn, fields had to be. 
replanted this spring, which again de- 
tracts from making a good showing as 
the fields are very uneven. 


PLENTY OF POTATOES. 


There will be no potato famine around 


Tiere this winter. Tubers will not sell 
for $1.25 to $1.40 a bushel. __ The local 
crop is large and of good qnatlty. 


FLAX RAISETX 


Ever since the Emerson oil mills of 


this city were absorbed by the trust, the 
farmers have about discontinued th* 
raising of flax. TKere' is only & small 
acreage of flax thia.yenr in consequwe. 
There is a. market 'for" flax at Union 
Grove, where most' o'f jthe supply goes) to 
be shipped to outside' markers. 


MOST MONETE BT CABBAGE. 


White Iowa and'Hlinois can raise corn 


at a good' profit, tli^Rncine 'county -for- 
mers are turning their attention to the 
cabbage industry. It is claimed that 
there is a larger acreage of cabbage 
growing in the country this year than 
ever 'before- The crop is exceptionally 
good considering the disadvantages en- 
countered early this spring, by the worii 
that threatened to devastate the entire 
growth. The growers in many instancies 
replanted hundreds of acres of cabbage 
and managed to get rid of the worm. 
The outlook now is most promising with 
a good market. Cabbage last year sold 
as high asi.iJOO a ton at one time, grad- 
ually climbi'tig from $4.BO until it .reach- 
ed its maximum. Some of the fitimers 
-managed* to~'get rich 'off of their- 1nnt 
year's crop, alone. 


, AS TO STOCK RAISING. 


" There is considerable stock raised in 
the^county, especially^ in the western por-

"HARVEST HORf HWEST CROPS 


.MILWAUKEE, July' 88.—Forty thou- 


sand men will be needed to,gather the 
harvest in the northwest' this year, and 
in order to induce farm laborers to -the 
great wheat fields' of Minnesota and the 
Dakotas the railroad lines reaching 
points in those states have announced 
special low. rates.

Milwaukee or Chicago or any other mu- 
nicipalities depending on the' large pack-, 
ing houses for meat supplies. Besides 
the supply received from the country 
mutchers, Armour shipped lour cars, of 
meat into Racine last week. .The Plank- 
intozi Packing company has sent three 
can of meat, while SchwartzschQd t 
Sulzberger have forwarded two' cars. 
Armour sent a car of mixed meats yes- 
terday and' another c&r arrived this 
morning, '' 
. With the supply received from Mil- 
waukee .through the Plankinton people, 
including what Racine county dealers 
have brought in by wagon, there will 
be no'cause /or any famine,. OB was first 
expected, in Racine. 


The stock raising industry in Racine 


county hag increased very noticeably 
during the/ last few years. Scores ,of 
farmers in the.western portion of th« 
county, are.raising cattle and-hogs- for 
the markets of Chicago and Milwaukee. 


SUPPLYING RACINE TRADE. 


About-, a half dozen enterprising resi- 


dents'of the rural districts, have gone 
into the meat business in supplying .the 
wants of: Racine/ especially since the big 
strike'tit7 Chicago r.was declared. These 
men are killing 'cattle1, beef, sheep and 
hogs for. the local market. William 
Vyvyan of - Torkville; Drinkwater £ 
Hawkins, Kanstisville; Charles Choake, 
Kaiieasville; "Henry Vyvyan, Union 
^trove, and Hfenry Hunter, Raymond, are 
new doing an extensive business supply- 
ing the wants of the local trade. 


These men do their own slaughtering 


and send wagon after wagon to Racine 
loaded with meats. Some of the dealers 
make three and four trips a week, using 
three teams each time.' 


"L0EL IN PURCHASING. 


The Chicago packers have always had 


men skirmishing through the county 
buying up cattle, calves, sheep and hogs. 
Since the strike there has been a. lull in 
the business. The so-called "middle man" 
is.now holding large purchases until the 
trouble is settled.- 


The competition in buying cattle be- 


tween the big packers is keen; but since 
the strike the local dealers have enjoyed 
a little 'better advantage. Where the 
Chie*>go men were unable to get their 
stock-to riarket, the 'supply has been 
bought -up -by the local dealers and used 
for Racine .trade."

. KILBED IN THE COUNTRY. 
In some instances the packers have 


had their btjef klled at country abat- 
toirs and shipped into Chicago as dressed 
meats. This method has aided some in 
relieving distressed conditions of that

of stock bought up by Chicago packers 
and held by the "middle iman" waiting 
the outcome of the strike. "As soon as 
the trouble ends these cattle, hogs, sheep 
and calves will be hurried to the slaugh- 
tering pens of the great stock yards/ 


TO HAVE MORE ABATTOIRS. 


William Weed of this city is probably 


the only local butcher who did not aban- 
don the idea of retaining hi* own slaugh- 
tering house some yean ago, when moat 
of the dealers harm came to the conclu- 
sion it- was more profitable and lew 
bother to purchase their meats from the 
big packers: In consequence, Mr.,Weed 
has been/able to get fresh meati daily. 
It I* thought, however, judging from con- 
versations with the local butchers, that 
many of them will arrange to have their 
own abattoirs in the future, to be used 
in case of emergency. 


The trouble at Chicago has bad -a 


slight tendency to increase the loca! quo- 
tations of meats sold on the block. How- 
ever, the rise has not been very, effective 
or noticeable. In some Instances it-baa 
been necessary to aak a couple of more 
cents a pound for steaks, chops, ate., but 
as a whole the prices are about the same. 


Illinois Republicans are demanding the

NOT EDUCATED MAN 


BUT A HARD WORKER 


Looked Open the Common' People as 


Either Dangerous Criminals to be 


Repressed or as Innocents to 


be Ignored. 


ST. PETERSBURG,'July 28.—Senator 


Von 'Plehve was appointed minister of 
the interior April 18, -1602, succeeding M. 
Sipiftguino.'who' waa assassinated "April 
16,N1902, by a student named'B'almashoff. 
He had formerly been director of the 
department of police, which position he 
practically assumed of his own accord, 
when in charge of the department'of po- 
litical prosecutions, owing to the incom- 
petency of the official who was in charge 
of the police when Emperor Alexander 
H was killed, March 13, 1881. M. Plehve 
conducted the prosecution of the regi- 
cides and afterwards reorganized the "po- 
lice. From that time on the power of 
M. Plehve increased until it became only 
second in importance to that of the em-' 
peror. Several plots to assassinate the 
minister have, according to reports, been 
discovered during the last two years 
which period has been marked by strong 
political-rivalry between the interior 
minister and. ,the foreign minister of fin- 
ance, M. ,Witte, now president, of »the 
committee of ministers.

M. Plehve"" was" not 
a 
scholar 


but from his youth the had been^ brought 
up In official circles, and he slowly but 
surely pushed himself'ahead. Before the 
emperor called M. Plehwe to'take5 the 
portfolio of minister of the "interior he 
had already^spent about forty years in 
official work and at the time of his 
death he was about sixty-six years old. 
The educated youths of Riissia are said 
to have been bitterly opposed to M. 
Plehve owing, it has been claimed, to 
his turning on his own people and to 
the drastic changes which he inaugurated 
or advocated. He is said to have re- 
garded the common people as either dan- 
gerous criminals to be repressed or as 
innocents to be ignored. 


SEVERE ON COUNTRYMEN. 


Von Plehve was largely of Polish 


blood, yet, it is alleged, no. man in'Rus- 
sia has so signalized himself for severity 
against the Fins as M. Plehve. He was 
regarded as being in many ways the 
power behind the throne and was dread- 
ed on account of his control of the Third 
(secret) section of police and also owing 
to the fact that he conti oiled the press 
of Russia through the censors, who, it 
has been understood, did M. Plehve's 
bidding without question.

•fter the Glenwood wreck on ttu Chi- 
cago and pastern Illinois railroad, in 
which eighteen lires wn'e lost, th* offi- 
cials of the road issued a statement plac- 
ing the blame on the crew of the freight 
train'with which the exewrsion train, col- 
lided. . Now the coroner's Jury, holds four 
members of that train crew, and in addi- 
tion a train dispatcher, to the grand 
jury for criminal negligence.* But it does 
more than that*. In the last analysis It 
places the real responsibility for the 
great loss of life directly upon the man- 
agement of the road rather than on the 
employes. 


The officials of the eompany are cen- 


sured, first, for using passenger coaches 
"in an old and dilapidated condition," in- 
asmuch as the jury believes that, "if 
modern, strong.and up .to date passen- 
ger coaches'had been used a number of 
lives would have been saved." Secondly,, 
the officials are censured ''from requiring 
their employes to work longer hours 
than they are able properly to perform 
their-duties." 


These are heavy counts, and, if they 


are true, it will be a pity if-all the pun- 
ishment falls on the members of, the 
train crew. Certainly if such conditions 
constantly exist on the Chicago and 
Faatern Illinois railroad, passengers will 
think twice before risking their lives on 
its trains. 


Nothing short of a most reckless parsi- 


mony will explain the retention of dan- 
gerous flimsy old cars in service, and 
when snch parsimony spells homicide it 
deserves punishment. 


As for the overworking of the em- 


ployes, the officials 
of" the 
company 


might as well fill their engineers and fire- 
men with whisky or drug them with 
opium as send them out for fifteen and 
seventeen hours of continuous work, ex- 
pecting them to keep their heads, apply 
intelligently the general rules of the 
road and give exact obedience to all 
orders. 


^Th«f old dilemma between dividends 


and lives is-still unsolved by some roal- 
road officials. May the time soon come 
'when a way will be found to teach them 
a lesson.
